proportion of the southern people, he said, 
wore cheap cotton; a large portion went 
barefooted and did not have to wear shoes. 
This was on account of the climate, and 
they were not obliged to pay duty on im- 
ported goods. But the people of the states 
in favor of granting pensions contributed 
nearly all the expenses of the government, 
and now the people of the late confeder- 
ate states wanted to know what th people 
of other states should do with» their own 
money. The confederate states did not con- 
tribuite to the pension roll.

Mr. Hepburn said that he could show that 
the present administration was cpposed to 
a liberal pension policy, and the jirst proof 
was that Grover Cleveland was president of 
the United States. He had vetoed a bill 
granting pensions to deserving men and 
had corrupted his veto with many insulting 
expressions to the old soldiers. The selection 
of Hoke Smith to administer pensicns was 
another evidence of hostilityvy.-Mr,. Smith 
was referred to in sarcastic terma, and the 
reading of his biography from the Congres- 
sional Directory, which Mr. Hepburn hint- 
ed was written by’ the subject himeeif, 
crested much laughter among the republi- 
cans.

They Tack x Free Coinage Bill to the 
Seigniorage Act. 
Washington, March 5.—(Special.)--The 
silver men won a big victory in the senate 
this morning. The goldbugs were caught 
napping and the silver men quickly took 

advantage of it. 

The seigniorage bill was laid before the 
senate while that body was in a listless 
sort of condition. Mr. Stewart at once 
asked that it be allowed to lay upon the 
table in order that it could be called up 
at any time. There was no objection and 
Mr. Stewart immediately offered a free 
coinage bill as an amendment. Then the 
single standard senators waked up and 
wanted the bill to go to the finance com- 
mittee. But it was too Jjate. Mr. Stewart 
objected. Thus, under the rules of the 
senate, as the bill is on the vice president’s 
table, it can be called up for consideration 
at any time without reference to a commit- 
tee. Such a motion may be made tomor- 
row and if the silver men have their full 
strength present, they can place the bill 
before the senate for debate and keep it 
there to the exclusion of the tariff and 
everything else unti] it is disposed of. 

Indeed, the silver senators have the game 
in their own hands now, and if they prove 
to be good managers a vote can be had on 
the bill in a very few days.

Savannah, March 5.—(Special.)—Consider- 
able excitement was created this morning 
@mong the property owners who carry 
heavy insurance by the receipt of a circu- 
lar from the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 
tion. The circular contained a _ resolution

the preceding speaker. He said there was 
a large amount of money involved; a large 
number of votes involved on the pension 
question, and it opened up a chai@e for 
demagogues to exercise their vocation. He 
defended the secretary of the interior and 
its pension policy. He contended that jus- 
tice had actuated every suspension of pen-~- 
sions. Since the beginning of the Cleveland 
administration until February 9th, last, 
303 cases of fraud in. pensions had been 
discovered by the pension office and 147 con- 
victions haA been obtained. 

A large part of Mr. Enloe’s argument 
was devoted to “(Company I,” of the 184th 
Ohio regiment. Th@ members of this com- 
pany, he said, who had not participated in 
any of the battles of the war, had alleged 
me disability in their applications for pen- 
sions than did the members of the Seven- 
teenth Kentucky régiment, which had serv- 
ed between three and four years and partic- 
ipated in fifteen battles. This regiment was 
being investigated by the pension office, said 
Mr. Enloe, and with this statement as a 
basis, he proceeded, to defend the methods 
of the present commissioner of pensions 
in prosecuting fraudulent applicants. When 
Mr. Enloe said that the Raum administra- 
tion had changed the political character 
of the pension examining boards, he was 
met with a storm of protests from repub- 
licans. 

Mr. Milliken, republican, of Maine, said 
the policy of changing the political complex- 
ion of medical boards began under the 
first Cleveland administration and was con- 
tinued by General Raum. 

Mr. Enloe also made the accusation that 
persons employed in the pension office 
who were in sympathy with the last admin- 
istration had rejected deserving applica- 
tions for ensions in order to injure the 
administration. He knew of such cases tr 
his own knowledge. In conclusion, Mr 
Enloe, in reply to a criticism of Mr. Hep- 
burn and others, wished to say that he had 
as much right to speak on the pension ques- 
tion as had any other member on the floor. 
It did not matter whether he was too young 
to go into war, nor did it matter what sec-~ 
tion he came from. He had a right to 
speak on any question that concerned the 
people. He was there to protect the tax 
payers of the country, to stop fraud, and 
that was not only the position of the com- 
missioner of pensions and the. secretary of 
the interior, but of the president himself. 

Mr. Raldwin, democrat, of Minnesota, had 
hoped <hat the war had ended with the 
surrender of Lee, but he was mistaken. 
The gentlemen on the other side were 
fighting it over again, taking it from gen- 
eration to generation as inheritage.. 

Mr. Baldwin also wanted To know that if 
the sentlemen on the other side. 
deavoring to make extravagant pension ap- 
propriations, were trying to embarrass the 
tariff legislation, for pensions must be paid 
out of money provided by the tariff law. 

Cannon and Biack. 

Mr. Cannon, said the gentleman from 
Illinois (Mr. Black). the former commis- 
sioner of pensions, ad stood on the floor 
of the house, and it seemed 
to him, acted as the attorney for the 
democratic party in its pension policy. In 
his speech last Saturday he hed told of 
the magniricent charge of the present com- 
missioner of pensions at Gettysburg, and it 
seemed to him that the genTieman was 
endeavoring to have the record of Commis- 
sioner Lochren spread over the pension 
policy and the unfriendliness of the ad- 
ministration to the pensioners. He would 
like to know whether the gentieman from 
4uINOIS was in favor of the pension vetoes 
which Mr. Cleveland made during his first 
administration.

He had then 
Sent the cases back to the secretary of the 
interior with reports sometimes’ giving 
opinions whether the bills should be vetoed. 

More questioning by Mr. Cannon failed 
Unga re 
Binck. who Geeta Information, from. "be- 
lieved to bé"confidential relations between 
the president and the commissioner of 
pensions (nimself). To one answer of Mr. 
Black Mr. Cannon said: ‘“‘Then, my col- 
league does endorse the veto of the private 
bills, but not the dependent pension bills?’’ 

‘You understand something I have not 
said,’’ was the reply. 

“But you have determined to make me 
say.’’ (Laughter.) 

Mr. Cannon persisted that the gentleman 
had not answered his question as to 
whether he favored the pension policy of 
the first Cleveland administration and Mr. 
Black repeated that he could not answer 
until permission had been given him by 
the president or the law had provided for 
the removal of confidential relations under 
which he was placed with regard to his 
official connection with the president. 

Mr. Cannon wanted to know what his 
colleague thought of the matter as an in- 
dividual, not as a former commissioner of 
pensions. He saw nothing wrong in that. 

“Your estimate of duty, under given 
circumstances, might guide you; it would 
not guide me.”’ 

“Will my colleague tell me whether the 


‘vetoes were written in the pension office 


or in the white house?’ asked Mr. Cannon. 

“I trust the gentleman will not persist 
in that line of questioning after what I 
have said,’’ said Mr. Black. 

Mr. Cannon did not want to embarrass 
his colleague, but he would like his ques- 
tion answered he said, and Mr. Black re- 
plied, amid great applause from the demo- 
cratic side, that it was a question of per- 
sonal delicacy and decency. 

Then Mr. Cannon made some reference 
to the embarrassment he had caused Mr. 
Black, followed by e few other remhrks 
about Mr. Black’s refusal to answer his 
question. 

This brought Mr. Black again to his 
feet with the declaration, which he de- 
livered with much feeling, that he declined 
any lénger to be placed in the pos*Mion of 
a-witness to be badgered by the gentleman 
from Illinois. 

“The gentleman declines to answer,” said 
Mr. Cannon. “The people of this country 
don’t care three hurrahs in hades about 
what he thinks.

SELLING FOR FUTURE DELIVERY. 


Anti-Option Bill. 
Washington, March 5—Mr. J. W. La- 
Boisse, the president of the New Orleans 
exchange, appeared before the agricultural 
committee of the house this morning in 
opposition to. the anti-option bill. Mr. La-| 
Boisse read extracts from speeches made 
in the senate and house going to show 
that the fall in the price of farm products 
was due to “future” dealings, but that 
when the same gentlemen were speaking on 
the question of silver they claimed that the 
fali of prices of agricultural. products was 
due to the practical demonetization of that 
metal. 7 

Mr. LaBoisse contended that selling cot- 
ton for future delivery could not affect the 
price of the product. Sometimes when the 
deliveries were made the market was higher 
than the contract price and at other times 
lower. The prices depended, to some extent, 
upon the amount of the crop, and to other 
circumstances that could not be foretold. 
He illustrated the uncertainty of the prices 
by reading extracts from letters written 
to him by leading cotton buyers at Boston 
stating that rll of the great New England 
millg were now running on half time and 
that some wold, in a few ‘months, shut 
down altogether; not so much because of 
the price of cotton as because of the in- 
ability to sell the manufactured product. 
The writers said that nothing approaching 
this state of affairs had existed for twenty- 
five years; yet notwithstanding this fact, 
the price of cotton is higher today than it 
was two years ago. He argued that the 
effect of the bill would be to drive the 
small dealers out of the market and give 
a monopoly of the trade to a few principal 
houses. In the absence of competition, 
these latter would fix their own terms. 
Where the exporters now make % of a cent 
a pound they would make a cent and two 
cents a pound to compensate them for the 
additional risk incurred’ and this increase 
in their profits would be taken from the 
cotton grower. 

Mr. LaBoisse contended that the fall in 
the prices of farm products was simply in 
keeping with the fall in the trices of most 
articles of human industry during the last 
decade and that the question of future 
dealings had no connection with this fall 
in any way. He went on to show that 
away back in 1846-47 the price of cot- 
ton was about 744 cents per pound, wher 
the output was only about two amd a qua/ 
ter million bales. 

At the present time the market is follow- 
ing a crop of nine million bales end one 
of the year previous of nearly that amount 
and yet the prices are higher thaa they 
were in 184/, when there was no Sugges- 
tion of ‘‘future’’ delivery. 

The speaker was interrupted a number 
of times by the members of the committee, 
who plied him with questions relative to 
the operation of the cotton exchanges of 
New York and New Orleans and the effect 
of future dealings on the price of cotton, 
to which he replied fully. 

Mr. Funston, of Kansas, one of the 
members of the committee, desired to know 
if the brokers contracted to deliver cotton 
in November, where the farmer would 
come in who attempted to sell his cotton 
during that month. 

Mr. LaBoisse replied that if he wére to 
deliver the cotton in November he VYould 
buy it from the farmer himself. 

Mr. Funston asked if the broker could 
not fix the price by destroying his ony 
competitor, namely, the farmer. He maw 
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hymn beginning, “My soul, be on thy 
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his position clear by explaining that the 
broker contracts to furnish the cotton and 
when the time comes to deliver it, there 
is nobody to purchase the eotton from the 
farmer but the broker; consequently, the 
latter gets the product at his own price. 

‘Mr. LaBoisse said that in his opinion 
it made no difference whe bought from 
the farmer, whether it was himself or the 
mill owner, each intended to get it as 
cheap ‘as possible and tbat the farmer 
45uld deal with the one quite as well as he 
could with the other. 

‘J. O. Bloss, president of the New York 
Payton oxohang*, replying to Mr. Hatch, 

faid that the averagé sales of cotton in 
Néw York were about 200,000 bales per day 
and he was of the opinion that specula- 
tion had the effect of stimulating the price 
of cotten. On the higher markets the great- 
er business was done.. When the market 
was low the trading was dull. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Hatch, he 
said that there was no agreement between 
the buyer and the seller that an actual 
delivery of the goods should not be made. 

The committee adjourned until tomorrow, 
when the hearing will be continued,

Dr. Curr) and President Gilman the 
Guess of the Governor. 
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THEY VISIT \TLANTA INSTITUTIONS 


And Last Nighi There Was an Informal 
Reception in Their Honor—The 
Objectof Their Trip. 


There was a no‘able gathering of promi- 
nent people at th executive mansion last 
evening and from that gathering and the 
discussion that was indulged in, a great 
deal of good is likely to result to the cause 
of education in Georgia. 

The special guests of the evening were 
Dr. D, G. Gilman, president of Johns Hop- 
kins university, and also of the Slater 
cund; and Dr. J. L. M. Curry, agent for 
the Peabody fund and the Slater fund. 

ahese gentlemen are two of the most em- 
inent educators in the f‘nited States. They 
are making a tour of the southern states 
in their official capacity as officers of the 
Slater fund, and it was to discuss with 
them the important subject of education for 
colored youth that the Atlanta gentlemen 
met them at the governor's invitation. 

That, at least, was one object. Another 
was to do justice to an elegant dinner. 

There were present last evening, in addi- 
tion to Dr. Gilman and Dr. Curry, the fol- 
lowing: President Hopkins, of the Georgia 
Technological school; ex-Governor Bullock, 
Judge W. R. Hammond, Judge George Hill- 
yer, Hon. Hoke Smith, Mr. 3S. M: Inman, 
Hon. N. J .Hammond, Major W F. 8Sla- 
ton, President Gambréll,: of Mercer univer- 
sity; Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, State School 
Commissioner Bradwell, Mr. Curry and 
Professor Charles Neel. 

Training in Handicraft. 

The object of the southern trip of Dr. 
Giman and Dr. Curry, as these zentlemen 
explained in the course of their talks, was 
to investigate the possibilities for a school 
where colored youth would be given the 
benefit of training in handicraft. They 
want to find some such institution under 
state management—as distinguished from 
uenominational or private control—with an 
idea of giving it aubstantial aid from the 
Slater fund when it can be found, 

‘Khe advisability of such practical edu- 
_cation, as compared with education for the 
professions, was the theme of all the talks. 
The discussion of the subject was very 


, general, all those present taking part in it. 


The Slater fund, it developed, is anxious 
to aid such a school, but, as Dr. Gilman put 
it, they are not going to do missionary 
work—that is, they do not expect to estab- 
lish such a school themselves, but to come 
to the assistance of such a one when it 
has substantial state aid and give every 
evidence of becoming a permanency. 

Of the school for colored youths at 
Savannah, which they have just visited, 
they think well; but as they explained the 
effects there so Tar are ruffe and primitive 
and the school is not now in proper condi- 
tion to make application for aid from the 
fund. Should the state take firmer hold 
and broaden its work there later it would 
stand an excellent chance for aid. Both 


gentlemen spoke highly of the location of 
the school and its possibilities. 

The other guests were deeply impressed 
with this idea of education in handiorant 
and expressed their hearty desire that the 
state push the work in that direction. 

And Normal Training. 
Another feature of our Georgia educa- 
tional system that was freely discussed 
was the lack of proper facilities for nor- 
mal education. It was the unanimous senti- 
ment that our school system is very effec- 
tive in this respect and that to make the 
school system perfect and improve the 
schools the first requisite is adequate op- 
portunities for normal training.

I saw no 
reason why I should ask him to devote so 
much of his valuable time to the godvern- 
ment without according to him reasonable 
compensation for the service. I, therefore, 
felt it my duty to apply to the attorney 
general of the United States and request 
tha. he be appointed special attorney to 
assist me in the management and trial of 
, these two cases. It was dove, and I beg 
leave to submit to your honor the letter of 

appointment. 

“I have the honor and pleasure to ask 
your honor that Mr. Erwin be’ now sworn 
in as a special assistant to the district at- 
touney in these two cases.”’ 

Judge Speer answered as follows:

Thirty Negroes Embark for an Ex- 
cursion to Africa. 


THEY WILL LIVE AND DIE THERE 


Scenes Around the Carshed as They De- 
parted—Other Railroad News from 
Local Offices. 


“Off fur ole Africa at las’, bless de 
Lamb!”’ 

The old darky stood upon the rear plat- 
form of the excursion train that left At- 
lanta last night for the steamer that will 
take the thirty negroes abroad tw Africa, 
and as she spoke the tears trickled down 
her black cheeks in a way that made her 
pitiable, indeed. 

Whether those tears were tears of glad- 
ness because she was going away to Afri-: 
ca to die, or whether they were tears of sor- 
row at a prospect so gloomy as it would 
seem to the average mind is not known. 

To judge from the old woman’s words 
they were tears of genuine gratification and 
delight, and, indeed, whether it was whist- 
ling to keep their courage up or not all of 
the darkies aboard the train were loud jin 
rejoicing at the trip ahead. 

Such a singing and talking and Shouting 
and going on was never witnessed at the 
union passenger depot. There were about 
seven hundreé negroes at the car shed to 
See the party off for the land of the sun. 
They had gathered there from all quar- 
ters of the city. They came to see their 
friends off, some of them to deride and 
laugh at the excursfon party and very 
many out of idle curiosity, being re‘ther 
disposed to criticise or yet to praise the 
undertaking. 

It was very funny, and yet had its sad 
side, too, for many of the excursionists 
taking voyage for the hot sanas of Africa 
were old-time darkies, sucy as one used to 
see around the “big ’ouse’ in slavery days, 
scraping and bowing their courtesies to the 
white folks. 

There were just thirty of them to leave. 

They -had a special car reserved for them, 
and will go to Savdnnab on the Central, 
arriving there early this morfing, and will 
take voyage on a steamer for New York at 
once. In New York they will be joined

NEW GRAND JURY. 


It Was Addressed Yesterday Morning 
by Judge Lompkin. 


EXTRACTS FROM AN ABLE GHARGE 


W.&. Peel Was Elected Foreman of the 
August Body—They Dida Small 
Business Yesterday. 


Judge Lumpkin charged the new grand 
jury yesterday morning in a most able and 
eloquent way. His charge was well deliv- 
ered and very interesting. touching in de- 
tail upon several points of especial interest. 

The grand jury has W. L. Peel as fore- 
man, and is composed of the other follow- 
ing named gentlemen: 

W. J. Cocke, J. A. Alexander, J. S. Gil- 
bert, W. A. Fuller, R. A. Johnson, W. W. 
Hulbert, G. S. Brown, W. E. Treadwell, 
Charles F. Barnwell, Asa W. Warren, R. 
T. Simmons, George P. Lowry, F. B. Shep- 
ard, F. M. Fremont, Robert H. Wilson, W. 
R. Jester, H. C. Sawtell, H. R. Bloodworth, 
William Lowe, J. H. Caldwell,,Albert L. 
Beck and J. R. Mobley. 

The following are extracts from’ the 
judge’s charge: 

‘‘To you the public looks to see that the 
criminal laws of the state are inquired into 
and offenders brought to trial. Upon your 
shoulders rest, also, certain very impor- 
tant duties of inspection and looking into 
county matters. . 

“One subject upon which the court is re- 
quired to charge the grand jury is that of 
gaming. Gambling in all its forms is pro- 
hibited by the laws of Georgia, and so 
strongly does the law oppose this practice, 
and so intolerant is it of this evil that the 
judge is especially required to charge the 
grand jury at every term in reference to 
the subject of gambling and call it to the 
attention of the grand jurors. So far as it 
is known to the court this evil has been 
moderated, if: not abated, in this county. 
There seem to be no public dens or gamb- 
ling hells thrown open and running in the 
face of the public. If that animal which 
has been termed the “blind tiger’’ exists in 
this county he apparently hides in the jun- 
gles, but it is your duty to pursue him 
there and to wind up his éxistence if you 
can. The law requires that I charge you 
to examine upon the subject of carrying 
concealed weapons and make presentments, 
or find indictments, against parties whom 
you may discover to be guilty of that of- 
fense. i 
In Reference to the Jail and Criminals. 

“Another important matter for your con- 
sideration is wit reference to the jail and 
the convicts in this county. While the law 
demands that the violator of the penal code 
shall be punished, and while the convicted 
men must meet their deserts, yet they are 
ruman, and neither the arrest and incar- 
ceration of a person, nor his conviction, 
even of a heinous offense, debars him from 
the consideration of humanity, and while 
the penal laws must be enforced, they 
must be enforced according to law. There- 
fore, it is required that the grand. jury 
shall inspect the jail, and the sheriff must 
keep a record of the prisoners who are in 
it, and who have béen put in it, and what 
for, and a complete record of the transac- 
tions of the jail touching such prisoners, 
and this is required to be examined and in- 
quired into by you. You shall further ex- 
amine the jail, with reference to its sani- 
tary condition, its ventilation and heating 
and its being kept in a proper condition.

There is but one day’s record in the

the throne, He soon entered thes tory 
cabinet of Sir Robert Peel, and so im- 
pressed his personality upon the public 
that Macaulay spoke of him as “a young 
man of unblemished character—the ris- 
ing hope of the stern and unbending 
tories who followed Sir Robert Peel.” 
About this time his first book, “State 
Relations to the Church,” made him fa- 
mous as a political writer. He served 
as president of the board of trade and 
colonial secretary, becoming in the mean- 
time a strong advocate of free trade. 
In 1847 Oxford sent him to parliament, 
and he continued to represent that ber- 
ough eighteen years. In 1852 he became 
chancellor of the exchequer in the Earl 
of Aberdeen’s ministry, and went over 
to the liberals. As the leader of that 
party in 1866 he defeated Earl Russell's 
ministry on the Irish reform bill, and 
at once went to the front as the con- 
trolling force in British politics. In 1868 
he became first lord of the treasury, 
and a year later his disestablishment 
of the Irish church sent the Disraeli 
ministry out of power. : 
Mr. Gladstone made a thorough study 
of the Irish situation, and recognized 
the gross injustice of compelling a 
Catholic population to maintain a for- 
eign Protestant church, with confisca- 
tion and imprisonment as penalties for 
disobedience. In 1870 the Irish land 
bill passed, a measure which gave ten- 


their landlords. besides providing 
peasant proprietorship and the encour- 
agement of real estate improveménts. 
The Gladstone ministry went out when 
parliament was dissolved in 1874, but 
in 1880, when the Irish question came 
to the front again, Disraeli went out 
and: Gladstone succeeded him again. In 
1886 the home rule bill claimed his at- 
tention, and has ever since been his fa- 
vyorite measure of reform. 

During his long and active public 
career Mr. Gladstone has written many 
works of such enduring fame as “Homer 
and the Homeric Age,” “Juventus Mun- 
di’ and “Heroes of the Heroic Age.” 


‘His capacity for work has always seem- 


ed to be unlimited, and some of his 
speeches in his eighty-fourth year are 
fully equal to his best efforts when he 
was in his prime. He retires when at 
the zenith of his power, full of honors 
and full of years. His declining strength 
and failing eyesight warn him that he 
should call a younger man to the leader- 
ship of his party, and in Lord Roseberry 
he has found a man who is eminently 
fitted to succeed him and carry out bis 
policy. 

Roseberry has been called the Blaine 
of British politics. He is magnetie and 
a man of the world, ay well as a diplo- 
mat. He is comparatively a young man, 
and at the age of forty-seven is appa- 
rently at his best. His ability wes gen- 
erally recognized in parliament before 
be was twenty-five, but be did not make 
a serious business of politics until re- 
cent years. His marriage to Miss Han- 
nah Rothschild allied him with the 
strongest banking house, in the world. 
Since that lady’s death it has been ru- 
mored that he would marry a daughter 
of the prince of Wales, but he is appa- 
rently in no hurry to take a second wife. 

Nobody, except Labouchere and a few 
radicals, believe that Roseberry will de- 
part in the slightest degree from Glad- 
stone’s policy. Although a peer he is a 
consistent liberal, and it is probable that 
he will carry ovt the liberal programme 
of depriving the upper house of its veto 
power, but it is not likely that he favors 
the abolition of the house. Irish leaders, 
like Justin McCarthy, are perfectly will- 
ing to accept the new premier, and if 
there are any breakers. ahead they are 
not in sight. Unlike Gladstone, he is a 
jingo and advocates a vigorous foreign 
policy. This will only strengthen his 
popularity with all classes of English- 
men. 

Upon the whole, the general verdict is 
that the grand old man will be succeeded 
by the man of all others who is best 
fitted to take his place. Fortunately, the

We should think that this glimpse be- 
hind the scenes ought to convince the 
people of the character of the forces 
that have been and are working to de- 
feat the democratic policy and repudi- 
ate the platform. The whole scheme is 
laid bare by the’ statement which we 
have quoted from the senator who talked 
with the press reporter.”

The striking tone of democratic senti- 
ment which pervades the local report 
of the famous Macon bar meeting of 
last Saturday makes the reading of that 
report, as taken from the columns of 
The Macon Telegraph, quite interesting. 

‘The keynote of that meeting was the 
indignation characterizing the proceed- 
ings at the very suggestion of the ap- 
pointment of a republican to office by % 
democratic administration.

An Overworked Court. 

The supreme court adjourned last Sat- 
urday for the October term. It: con- 
vened Monday morning for the March 
term. During the October term 
the court heard 452 cases. This is un- 
paralleled in the history of the court. It 
is the largest number of cases j ever 
brought to one term. There remain to 
be decided of that term over two hun- 
dred cases. It commenced the March 
term with 225 cases, a very large return 
for the spring term. Fifty more cases 
are likcly te be added during the term, 
making a total of 275. These are all to 
be argued by counsel. Add these to the 
200 undecided in the October term and 
we have 475 to be decided between now 
and the next October term. 

Opinions should be written by the 
judges in nearly all of these cases. 

We do not see how it is possible for 
three judges to hear argument in this’ 
large number of cases and decide them 
in the time prescribed by the constitu- 
tion, to say nothing of writing opinions 
on them.

THE STREET RIOT DRILL. 


Lieutenant Charles B. Satterlee Lec- 
tures to the Georgia Volanteers. 

A large number of Georgia volunteers 
assembled in the armory of the Atlanta 
Zouaves last night to ‘isten to an address 
by Lieutenant Charles B. Satterlee, on “‘The 
Street Riot Drill.’’ 

The companies represented were the Cap- 
ital City Guards, the Atlanta Machine Gun 
Platoons, the Go*¥ernor’s Horse Guard, and 
the Atlanta Zouaves. On the platform sat 
Major W. J. Kendrick, Chief of Police A. 
B. Connolly, Sheriff Barnes, Colonel John 
S. Candler and Mr. Park Woodward. 

Colonel Candler introduced the speaker 
of the evening in a few weil-timed words. 
In behalf of the Fifth Georgia regiment, he 
returned thanks to the Horse Guards, the 
sheriff and the captains and sergeants of 
the police for their presence. He said that 
he felt it unnecessary to say anything 
about the personality of Lieutenant Satter- 
lee or about his ability, as both had been 
thoroughly impressed upon every soldier 
enlisted in the last years in the militia of 
the state. “He proposes,” said Colonel 
Candler, ‘‘to give you a lecture on the sub- 
ject of troops in riot. This is a port of the 
duties of the state troops. The general 
government can furnish “troops for war, 


but the general government has no right to . 


furnish troops to a city or a state to sup- 
press a riot. It is a part®of the duty of 
the state militia to quell mobs, and they 
only can be lawfully called out.”’ 

“The paper that I nave to read to you to- 
night,’’ said Lieutenant Satterlee, ‘is’ not 
wholly original. For the most part it is 
a compilation of the laws and regulations 
of this state regarding the method to be 
employed in the suppression of mob vio- 
lence. The information here given has 
never before been gathered into a readable 
form.”’ 

Lieutenant Satterlee then spoke of the 
characteristics of the true soldier. Subordi- 
nation to rightful authority and obedience 
to proper officers are the prime requisites. 
The chief aims of a mob are to get posses- 
sion of water supplies, gasworks, electric 
lighting stations and otner such city im-* 
provements. Rioters.seldom, if ever, at- 
tack armories. The object :n calling out the 
militia in cases of mob violence is not so 
much to kill as to suppress the riot.. In- 
discriminate killing is decried. Sharpshoot- 
ers, or the best marksmen to be secured 
from a number of companies, may, when 
the militia is put on the defensive by an 
attack from the rioters, pick off ringlead- 
ers here tnd there. In a city like Atlanta, 
even water may be used effectively in the 
suppression of the rioters. If hydrants are 
handy, streams of water turned upon the 
mobbers wilt have the' effect of dampening 
the ardor of the enemy. Captain Joyner’s 
little red cart, also, might be used with good 
effect. 

Lieutenant Satterlee’s lecture contained 
a full exposition of the law on the subject 
of street riots, and the duties of. the 
militia in effecting their suppression. It 
was the duty, he said, for the militia to act 
in co-operation with the civil authority, 
anl never to take decisive measures without 
the sanction of civil authority. 

On the whole, the lecture was unique and 
interesting. Lieutenant Satterlee stated, in 
conclusion, that his paper was the first of 
a series that will be delivered in the hall 
of the Zouaves, Major Cleveland Wilcoxson 
making the address next Monday evening,

The Physicians Delighted at the Turn 
of Affairs. 

The smallpox scare has died a natural 
death. 

All dread of an epidemic has disappeared, 
as no new cases have heen reported and 
the patients on Ella street, who have had 
the cnly genuine cases of smallpox in the 
city, are fast convalescing. - 

Superintendent Veal and the members of 
the board of health were congratulating 
themselves on the favorableness of the 
situation last night. They were almost dis- 
posed to regard the cases of smallpox on 
Ella street as a blessing, insomuch as the 
little scare that had been produced has 
caused a general vaccination. 

The house on Ella street is stilil under 
quarantine and the little girl, Mrytis White, 
who had the only case of confluent’ small- 
pox that has been reported, is Aoing well. 
The other inmates of the house have all 
been vaccinated and there is no fear of 
any serious results from the disease among 
them. 

The house of the negro, Rogers, in an 
alley near the corner or Highland avenue 
and Jackson street, is still being guarded, 
although the physicians have not pro- 
nounced his illness to he smalipox. They 
believe that it is only chicken pox, but 
thinking it best to be on the safe side, 
have maintained the guard.

‘HE SAYS HE WAS KICKED OUT 


‘By His Wi'e, and Shoved Down the 
Steps—He Thinks Her Tongue Is 
Looseiat Both Ends. 


Several days ago Mrs. Rosa Powell filed 
a suit for divorce against he: husband, 
John W. Powell, in which she charged him 
with habitual intoxication and brutal treat- 
ment, and yesterday morning the husband 
put in his answer and cross bill. 

To say the least, there are certain por- 
tions of the cross bill which are decidedly 

gay, though Mrs. Powell is painted in no 
uncertain colors by the man who for a 
number of years posed as her husband and 
protector; but it seems that Mrs. Powell 
was a feminine versatile Mr. Talker, and 
aided by her mother was a little too much 
for Powell—providing that the allegations 
get forth in the answer are true. 

The defendant, John W. Powell, says 
that he was married to the lady who now 
bears the name of Mrs. Rosa Powell, but 
that it is not true that he has been for 
any length of time a hard drinker and 
habitually intoxicated; nor did he ever 
threaten the life of plaintiff. Mr. Powell 
alleges also that he believes that no divorce 
should be granted Mrs. Powell nor should 
the custody of the child be awarded her. 
The defendant by way of cross-bill, says: 

“That the plaintiff has for eighteen 
months past deserted him and has refused 
to act as a wife should. He says that she 
has been guilty of a systematic course of 
cruel treatment towards him; that she 
curses and abuses Aim and makes life a 
burden.”’ 

“Tongue Is Ticd in the Middle.” 
The defendant, Mr. Powell, continues: 
“That her tongue is tied in the middle . 

and loose at both ends, and that life is a 
burden to defendant when he Is around her. 
On three occasions she assaulted and struck 
defendant, and at different other. times 
threatened to do so. Some time in Febru- 
ary, 1894, the petitioner, without any prov- 
ocation, kicked defendant out of her door, 
and pushed him down the steps. Defendant 
had merely come to see his child, and was 
met with this warm reception. Defendant 
Was unwilling to fight a woman. Defend- 
ant shows that the plairtiff's conduct is 
aggravated by the fact that her mother, 
who is defendant’s mother-in-law, spurs 
her on, and is constantly indulging in the 
abuse of the defendant. 

“Mia-in-Law Was a Talker, Too.” 
“That while said plaintiff would assault 
and strike defendant, that said mother-in- 
law would make music with her tongue, and 
would heap upon defendant all manner 
of abuse. Defendant, therefore, prays thet 
he be granted a total divorce. Defendant 
alleges that the plaintiff is totally unfit 
to have the custody of said child.”

She then placed 
her troubles in the hands of an attorney, 
and yesterday morning the warrant for Mr. 
Killinger’s arrest was sworn out, 

The lady in the case is Mrs. M. A. Banks, 
@ young widow, of Houston, Tex., and her 
dress and manner indicate the lady. She 
was accompanied by her young daughter, 


-@ pretty little maiden of about thirteen. 


They .stopped at a fashionable boarding 
house on Washington street, where it is 
not presumed that the purpose of the lady’s 
visit to Atlanta was known. 

Before taking any active steps in the 
matter, Mrs. Banks had a meeting with Mr. 
Killinger. He refused to maryy her, and 
as no other settlement could be. reached 
between them, she took the step which 
led yesterday afternoon to Mr. Killinger’s 
arrest. 7 

She engaged the services of Mr. Clifford 
li Anderson, and acting under his advice 
she swore out a warrant in Justice Blood- 
worth’s court charging Mr. Killinger with 
seduction. Mrs. Banks then called on 
Chief Connolly and turned the warrant 
over to him for execution. She told her 
story to the chief, and said that shée had 
known Mr. Killinger for quite a while in 
Houston. She said she was. very much 
disappointed when he left for Atlanta with- 
out having any understanding with her, 
and had followed him’as the only resort.
